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Again  I  present  my  list  of  the  “King  of  Summer  Flowers”  with  many 
additions  to  my  previous  offerings.  I  hope  my  customers  were  pleased  with 
the  bulbs  they  bought  of  me  last  year.  You  may  notice  that  I  list  many 
n  ore  varieties  this  year  including  a  few  of  the  newer  ones. 

The  marvelous  improvements  made  in  Glads  in  the  last  few  years  have 
more  than  justified  the  popularity  of  this  easily  grown  flower.  It  is,  indeed 
a  far  call  from  the  masterpieces  of  a  few  decades  ago  to  the  best  of  today. 
One  needs  but  to  attend  the  flower  shows  or  read  the  accounts  of  them  to 
find  that  the  modern  Glads  are  displacing  the  older  varieties  and  are  giving 
other  flowers  competition  in  the  matter  of  popularity. 

The  exhibition  flower,  those  with  large  florets  and  many  open  at  once 
are  usually  picked  out  as  the  favorites,  but  the  dainty  primulinus  varieties 
the  delicate  colored  cut  flower  kinds,  and  the  brilliant  sturdy  landscape 
sorts  all  claim  the  attention  of  the  real  Glad  fan. 

One  may  have  Glads  in  bloom  from  June  until  frost  and  they  are  un¬ 
surpassable  as  cut  flowers.  They  last  a  week  or  longer  after  being  cut,  the 
buds  gradually  opening  out  most  or  all  of  the  spike  has  bloomed. 

CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS 

Plant  early  in  the  spring  as  soon  as  danger  of  severe  frosts  is  past. 
I'  or  a  uccession  of  bloom,  plant  every  two  or  three  weeks  until  the  first  of 
Jttly.  By  planting  both  early  and  late  varieties  one  may  have  a  long  bloom¬ 
ing  season  from  one  planting.  Bulbs  should  be  placed  in  a  trench  from 
three  to  six  inches  deep.  Plant  large  bulbs  deeper  than  small  ones,  and 
plant  deeper  in  light  soil  than  in  heavy  soil.  Six  inches  apart  gives  suffici¬ 
ent  room  for  large  bulbs;  small  ones  may  be  planted  closer.  Avoid  planting 
near  trees  or  shiubbery  as  Glads  like  plenty  of  sunshine  and  water.  If  a 
fertilizer  is  used,  apply  it  in  the  foim  of  well  rotted  pow  manure  the  fail 
previous  to  planting  or  use  sheep  manure  or  , commercial  fertilizers  at 
planting  time  or  during  the  growing  season;  however,  do  not  let  it  come  in 
contact  with  the  bulbs. 

When  watering  Glads,  give  them  a  thorough  soaking  and  cultivate  be¬ 
fore  a  hard  cmst  is  formed.  When  cutting  blooms  for  indoors,  leave  at 
least  four  or  five  leaves  on  the  plant.  Dig  bulbs  in  fall  after  the  foliage 
begins  to  turn  brown  or  before  hard  freezing.  Store  in  a  dry,  Jfrosc  proof 
place  for  the  winter.  ; 

Large  bulbs  should  produce  one  or  more  good  spikes  of  bloom.  Most 
of  the  small  bulbs  will  not  bioom  but  will  give  as  good  spikes  as  laige* 
spikes  in  general.
